There is much talk of finding an 
escape for the Democrats from their 
‘blind alley by changing the Tules un- 
der which a national .convention: pro- 
ceeds. This would obviously. go. coun- 
ter. to the sporting ‘instinct... No. one 
likes to see the rules altered’ while‘ the 
' game is in progress. Still there ‘is no 
doubt ‘that the thing. can -be done. 
'Chairman Wausn is of ‘the opinion 
that if the Committee on Rules were 
to make a privileged motion to abolish 
the two-thirds rule for a Presidential 
nomination. the change could be made 
bya majority. vote.
